It is the poor- 
est place in the world for poor people 
to ae to. During the next few weeks 
there will be a om deal of suffering, 
if the men who have gone down there 
do not get out of the country. There 
are some good quartz mines in Lower 
California, but it takes a great deal of 
money to work them, and people who 
have not a big bank account to draw 
on had better let them alone. I have 
lived in the country a number of 
years, and think I am pretty well 
posted on the mines of Lower Califor- 
nia, and I would advise people without 
capital to stay away from there. 


BROKE HIS NECK. 


An Old Man Walks Off a Second- 
Story Balcony. 

Last night Coroner Meredith held 
an inquest on theremains of Robert C. 
Barber, the man who was found dead 
in the back yard of the Hefner House, 
on the corner of Requena and Wil- 
mington streets, early yesterday morn- 
ing. 

It seems that Barber has been work- 
ing at Colton, and three or four days 
ago he came to this city to havea 
„time.“ He and a friend named M.

He looked 
around, but did not see anything of his 
friend, when he glanced down in the 
yard, and a most horrible sight met his 
gaze.

roken his neck. Coroner Meredith was 
at once notified, and the remains were

MAYOR RRTSO NS VETO OF THE 
WATER-RATE ORDINANCE. 


Important Changes in the Electric 
Lights of the City and New Lights 
Ordercd—Burlingame Steps Out 
of the Street Sweeping Library 
Regents. 


The Oouncil met in regular session. 
yesterday, President Kuhrts in the 
chair, and present McNally, Threlkeld, 
Hanley, Barrett, Sinsabaugh, Shafer, 
Moriarty, Earl, Cohn, Bosbyshell and 
Wilson. 

The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and approved. 

The Auditor’s balance-sheet was pre- 
sented and referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

The Mayor submitted a message ve- 
toing the ordinance fixing water rates 
for the year commencing July 1, 1889, 
which ordinance was designed to re- 
duce the rates somewhat. 

The Mayor gave as his opinion that 
the Council has no authority to reduce 
the rates below the figure in force in 
1870, when the agreement with the 
Los Angeles Water Company was 
entered into, which expressly stipu- 
lates that while the Mayor and Coun- 
cil reserve the right to regulate the 
water rates charged the water 
company, they shall not so reduce 
such water rates as to fix the price 
thereof to be less than those now 
charged. The eement and prices 
entered into in | and 1870 are then 
quoted and the message concludes 26 
tollows: “I have given this matter 
considerable attention and I find that 
the water companies have a ores 
claim on your consideration. 

City Water Company has already pur- 
chased the pumps fora high pressure 
system of water works that will throw 
water higher than the highest building 
in the city, and proposes to expend at 
least $200,000 in the next twelve 
months, in extending their plant, 
ind employment will be given to many 
borers. To do this they will be 
obliged to borrow money, and as their 
ability todo thisis based on their 
power to earn, as they will lose money 
under your rates, this work will be 
ag if your schedule is enforced. 
find that the water companies 
are furnishing free water to many 
poor families in the city, who if not

“The western portion of the city is 
dependent entirely for domestic water 
on the Citizens’ Company, and the com- 
pany has for several years past been 
running at a loss, using every portion 
of obtainable capital in extending their 
system into sparsely-settled sections 
where a profit cannot be looked for for 
years to come. 

“I have not heard of a single com- 
plaint against the rates previously 
charged, nor do I think a sensible per- 
son can expect the companies to con- 
duct their business at a steady loss. In

Interesting Points from. the Libra- 
we rian’s Report Yesterday. 

Tue librarian’s report presented yes- 
terday shows $45 in the contingent 
fund March ist and $100 paid into the 
city treasury.

For sublimated gall and cheerful 
effrontery, V. H. Truman, Constable of 
Wilmington township, in his February 
report to the Supervisors, waltzes clear 
in the head set.

THE expressions of the San Fran- 
cisco Demokrat on the attitude of Ger- 
man-Americans in case of an inter- 
national complication are undoubtedly 
those of a great majority of natural- 
ized Teutons in the United States. 
The Germans are among our most 
patriotic citizens, and may be relied 
upon to stand by the country of the 
adoption. 


Ir is rather amusing to Angelefios 
to read the San Francisco papers, just 
received, and to note the great ex- 
citement which evidently prevailed in 
that city over the sensational dispatch 
from Samoa, which starcely created a 
ripple of excitement in Los Angeles, 
where it was at once put down as a 
canard. Perhaps the fact that San 
Francisco is within range of German 
guns may in a measure account for 
the difference. 


For some time a Nogales telegraph 
correspondent held the palm as the 
champion discoverer of sensations, 
and stories of volcanoes, Apache raids, 
white cannibals talking Turkish, and 
so forth, were frequent. The Nogales 
man having been elected to the Ari- 
zona Legislature, has been quiet for 
several weeks, but a worthy rival has 
cropped up at Cheyenne, Wyo., who 
sends out, about once a week, a yarn 
which is worthy of a dime nove]. Dur- 
ing the past fortnight, this genius has 
cooked a hut full of Chinamen in a 
boiling geyser, run a band of wild cat- 
tle over two stockmen, murdered a big 
party of prospectors, had an English- 
man elope with a border female and 
stand off a dozen cowboys, and mur- 
dered a whole family of tourists in the 
Yosomite Valley. He ought to be 
able to make a good living as a writer 
of shout stories. 


A VERY SMALL BUBBLE. 


When the Lower California gold 
craze'first broke out THe Tus gave 
those who went down there a few days 
to repent of their folly. It seems that 
a very few days will have sufficed. We 
have little sympathy with those who 
have persisted in following this ignis 
fututts, after such repeated warnings. 
We showed, at the beginning of the 
exodus, how the existence of placer 
gold throughout Lower California was 
an old established fact; how there 
were hundreds of square miles of sim- 
ilar placers within the boundaries of 
the United States; how a fair living 
could be made from such diggings, 
during a few months of the year only, 
by those skillful with the rocker, pan 
or sluice-box; how this was the fourth 
or fifth similar Lower California gold 
excitement during recent years, 
all of which have previously 
had disastrous results. In spite 
of these, and many other warn- 
ings which we — and at least one 
other Los Angeles journal have pub- 
lished, numbers of our citizens, who 
could ill afford it, have thrown up po- 
sitions or business to run after fic- 
titious wealth. They have but them- 
selves to thank for the consequences, 
foreseen and predicted by prudent 
men who have witnessed half a dozen 
similar rushes, in the same direction. 
There seems little doubt that the In- 
ternational Company of Lower Cali- 
fornia, whose operations—frequently 
criticised by us—have partaken largely 


tom of this excitement. It is quite in 
keeping with the character of that 
company’s recent attempts to put 
money in its purse. Of course, the 
people and press of San Diego have 
been willing aiders and abettors of the 
confidence game. That city has to 
strike something pretty soon, or shrivel 
up yet further. 

It is, therefore, quite natural for the 
San Diego papers to make the most of 
the boom while it lasts, but we must 
confess to a feeling of surprise that 
journals at a distance should seek to 
fan thé deceptive and dangerous 
flame. 


There are just as good placers near 
San Fernando as in Lower California. 
Like the latter, they can only be 
worked for a few months in the year 
—during the wet season—but that 
season lasts longer here than there, 
and while it lasts, a number of men 
can make good wages, and have done 
so, for fifty years or more. Why will 
people always rush after what is hard 
to get, just because it is hard to get, 
and a long way off? We give it up. 
Let us hope that most of the dead- 
broke men who return from the lower 
country will stop at San Diego. San 
Diego has made them, and she had 
better keep them. And, Sy the way, 
if any trouble should break out be- 
tween the miners and the Mexican au- 
thorities, we trust the United States 
Government will have sufficient com- 
mon-sense to let them fight it out 
among themselves, and not plunge 
the country into international com- 
plications to please the International 
Company of Lower California, 


HARRISON AND THE OFFICE- 
| SEEKERS. 


There are several thousand Repub- 
lican office-seekers in Washington. 
The rush is said to be worse than it 
was in 1885, when the Democrats came 
into power, after being out for a 
quarter of a century. Mr. Harrison’s 
lot is certainly not entirely a happy 
one. 
This morning’s dispatches contain 
an ingenious plan devised by Senator 
Farwell. of Illinois for the division of 
the spoils of office among all the 
States.. Unfortunately for the success 
of this plan, it is diametrically in op- 
position to the civil service plank of 
thé Republican platform, to the Re- 
publican criticism of Cleveland’s 
course, and to President Harrison’s 
personal views, very plainly expressed 
in his inaugural, and since reiterated. 
Mr. Harrison has expressed his de- 
termination to live strictly up to the 
civil service idea, as far as the gubor- 
dinate offices are concerned. We is 
known to have a will of his own, and 
may be relied upon to carry out his 
views. In this connection, it may be 
interesting to learn some statistics as 
to the politics of the subordinate office- 
holders, at the end of Cleveland’s 
term. Here they are, as given by a 
San Francisco paper: Treasury—1230 
Republicans, with 81,885,000 annual 
pay, and 440 Democratic appointments, 
with $878,340 annual pay. Interior— 
1674 Republicans, with $2,000,000 an- 
nual pay, and 456 Democratic ap- 
pointments, with $550,000 annual pay. 
Postoffices—448 Republicans, with 
$550,000 salary, and 143 Democratic ap- 
pointments, with $175,000 pay. 


THE MUNICIPAL APPOINTMENTS. 


A number of appointments under 
the new administration are published 
this morning. For Police Commis- 
sioners, the names of Hervey Lindley 
and E. P. Johnson, Republicans,.and 
R. Bilderrain and George C. Knox, 
Democrats, are announced. Better 
names than those of the two Repub- 
lican commissioners it would be hard 
to find. Thay are good men and good 
citizens.

The People Greatly Excited Over a 
Chinese Infamy. 

MILWAUKEE (Wis.). Match 11.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The 1 the 
two Chinese laundrymen, Has Ding and 
Sam Yip Ya, charged with enticing little 
girls to their dens and ruining them, began 
this morning. The names of at least 20 
victims are known, their ages ranging from 
9to 13 years. Three of them told their 
stories in court today, and additional evi- 
dence will be taken tomorrow. The dis- 
osures are so shocking that a strong feel- 
ing against all Chinese in the city prevails.

Demonstra- 
tions were also made against laundries in 
other portions of the city, but in all cases 
the police dispersea the mob before violence 
was offered to the celestials, who, to tell the 
truth, made themselves exceeding! y scarce 
as soon as opportunity offered.
